"A favorite occupation of many 


of us is figuring how well we 
could live if we didn't have to 
carry life insurance, or pay interest 
on our debts, or pay taxes. 


"Today we have been reading an 


article in which a contractor dem- 
onstrates that a satisfactory $2500 
house for the masses can't be built 
and financed until the annual in- 
terest rate is reduced to 2V4 per 
cent. He shows that a poor man 
who acquires a $2500 house with 
a loan of ?2250 for 20 years at SVfe 
per cent pays out in interest and 
charges $1615. To build the same 
house with a W\ per cent 20-year 
loan costs $1317 in interest and ' 
charges. 


"From this calculation the fol- 


lownig conclusion is drawn: If one 
should succeed in reducing the 
wages of building laborers of all 
kinds by one-half, the net achieve- 
ment would not be equal to that of 


cutting the interest rate from five to 


four per cent. 


"The contractor is of the opin- 


ion that the interest rate on houses 
will gradually sink to 2Vi per cent, 
and that owners of capital will be 
glad to get that return. 


"As we suggested at the begin- 


ning, this is probably wishful 
thinking. Few of us would sell our 
services for less, but we are clever 
in showing the other fellow how 
he could sell for less. 


"The fact is, of course, that it's 


no easier to persuade capital to 
take a voluntary cut of 50 per 
cent than it is to get workers to 
accept 50 cents an hour instead of

Townsend (Rep. Del) asserted Friday 
President Roosevelt and Henry A. Wal- 
lace "are going to try to scare the 
country into voting them into office. 
1 Townsend was .one of several Re- 
publican legislators who commented, 
in statements issued through the Rep- 
ublican National Committee, on Wal- 
lace's speech at Des Moines Thursday 
night accepting the Democratic nom- 
ination for vice president. Most of 
this comment was in similar vein. 


Democratic legislators lauded the 


former agriculture secretary's address. 
Senator Barkley (Dem. Ky.) said Wal- 
lace had discussed domestic and in- 
ternational issues in a manner "which 
the American people can thoroughly

understand." 


Senator 
McKellar 


declared: "As long as Hitler is fight- 
ing democracy, the country will agree 
with Mr. Wallace that it is no time 
for us to change presidents." 


Representative Short 
(Rep,, Mo.) 


observing that Wallace mentioned Hit 
ler 21 times, said .the lowan's effort 
"to convince the country that it will 
fall into Hitler's clutches unless Roose- 
velt is re-elected is sheerest poppy- 
cock." 


Asserting Wallace's main argument 


was that Mr. Roosevelt had been con- 
stantly warning the country against 
Hitler for seven years, "while the 
Republicans have been sleeping or 
plotting appeasement," Short asked 
why the president "broke up" the 
London disarmament conference in 
1933 
and advocated a disarmament 


conference among the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan in 1935. 


"Probably Mr. Wallace, as a for- 


mer pacifist, would not know the 
answers," he said. 


Senator Bridges (Rep., N. H.) said 


that if the president was so well 
four months ago to start his defense 
informed, "'why did he wait until 
program? And even then, how does 
it happen that he so understimated 
the needs of adequate armament' that 
he chided congress at a press con- 
ference on June 4 because it didn't 
adjourn and go home?" 


Senator Austin (Rep., Vt.) declared 


that if Wallace's reference to "short 
sighted obstructionist tactics" in con- 
nection with defense "was a sho{ 
in the dark at the Republican party, 
it missed its mark." The probable 
ratio of Republicans who were "strong 
protaganists of defense preparation," 
he said, '"was "quite as high, if not 
higher, than that of New Dealers."

LONDON -(/P)- Britain announc- 


ed Friday her refusal to recognize as 
Red Cross ships imune from attack 
German vessels used to rescue air-- 
men shot down at sea. Replying to a 
German note sent by way of Switzer- 
land that the Reich intended to mark 
with the Red Cross 64 rescue ships, 
the government said the claif of Red 
Cross privileges for such vessels was 
"wholly inadmissible." 


Olfficials here said the Germans had 


attacked British vessels engaged in 
saving both British and German air- 
men; had "repeatedly and flagant- 
ly" attacked bonafide hospital ships. 
They said the "character and funct- 
ions' of the 64 German vesels were 
open to "the gravest suspicions."

Never Will 
Invade England 


Noted Jap Says 
Germany Can't 
Beat Sea Power 


TOKIO —(£")— Germany never will 


be able to land troops in England 
while the British command the sea— 
and the German air-power is in- 
sufficient to win that comand—-as- 
serts Massanori Ito, one of Japan's 
best known naval commanders, in a 
series of newspaper articles and lec- 
tures. Ito has been arguing in this 
vein since the Battle of Britain be- 
gan. 


"Command of the sea takes a long 


time to establish, but once establish- 
ed it is extremely difficult to destroy," 
he contended. "I cannot believe that 
sea-power based on a n:ivy costing bil- 
lions of yen, with thousands of train- 
ed sailors and centuries-old tradition, 
can be upset in a blitzkrieg," he said. 


"If the German mosquito fleet rush- 


es recklessly into the channel per- 
haps three out of flO bo?t might reach 
shore, but such a landing must be 
termed a failure. 


"To land in the face of 1,300,000 


troops requires a greater number of 
attackers with tanks and heavy artil- 
lery Motorboals ae inadequate to trans 
port this armament."

WASHINGTON -(/P)- Army of- 


ficials disclosed Friday defense plans 
for development of five interior stra- 
tegic areas to be made at least partial- 
ly self-sufficient in arms product- 
ion. President Roosevelt had said that 
action had been taken to locate im- 
portant defense establishments in the 
interior.

German Soldiers 


Roumania, obeying the orders of 


Germany and Italy, gave up between 
17,000 and 21,000 square miles of ter- 
ritroy in a swift drama of power 
politics that will permit Nazi soldiers 
to occupy her eastern frontier and 
face the restless Soviet armies. 


Confronted with an "or else" unti- 


matum from the Axis, she agreed to 
hand over about half of the World 
war-torn province of Transylvania to 
Hungary with the understanding that 
what is left of the country will be 
protected by Germany. 


The effect of al Ithis was to greatly 


lengthen the »«azi line of troops across 
southeastern Europe—a line that could 
become instantly a barrier to Russia— 
and improve Hungary's position in the 
same connection. For the part of 
Transylvania given back to her en- 
compasses the Carapthian mountain 
region which is her traditional barrier 
against invasion from the east. 


Roumania gave in in the face of a 


threatened invasion that might have 
smashed her for good—invasion of the 
vast armies of Germany, Hungary 
and Russia. 


Carol Given Five Minutes 


The negotiations were carried on at 


Vienna, in a meeting headed by 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, the German 
foreign minister, and his Italian col- 
league, Count Ciano. All during Fri- 
day night they went on, while in 
Bucharest King Carol received a long 
line of distinguished adivsers who one 
after another told him there was only 
one thing to do. 


Just after midnight the king got an 


urgent telephone call from Vienna. 
He was told that he had five minutes 
more to decide. The Roumanian high 
command reported it could not pos- 
sibly defend the country against three 
simultaneous thrusts, and Roumania 
capitulated. 


The decision to capitulate was taken 


over the opposition of Juliu Maniu, 
the Peasant party leader, but he ar- 
rived at the palace too late to par- 
ticipate in the last vote. 
It was 


breakfast time before these fevered 
conferences ended and the govern- 
ment's officials walked glumly out. 


Early Saturday afternoon a com- 


munique told the outside world of 
the surrender. In the late afternoon 
Bucharest's people heard the news. 
It was the end of a kingdom as Rou- 
manians had known it for a fifth of a 
century.

30 Million Children 
Art Trekking 
Bock to School

WASHlNGTON-Orandpop's school* 
ma am woupldn't recognize the 30,000,-

can schools for the 1940 scholastic 
year. 


In two or three generations, Amer- 


can schools have changed mightily. 
Growth and natural evolution were 
responsible for part of it. The de- 
jresslon had a profound impact on 
ne young 'uns. Currently, the war 
nd world conditions are influencing 
ie schools. 
Kids who scrammed out of the class- 
oom last June with the map of 
Europe firmly memorized are return- 
ng to find their geography scrambled 
eyond recognition. Political science, 
conomics and history all have been 
fected. 
All over the country, as this Sep- 
mber sees the country in a gigantic 


effort to arm for defense, new em- 
phasis is being laid 'on the teaching 
of Americanism. 


Defense Vocations 


The new school year's most impor- 


tnat development is expansion of the 
federal-supported vocational education 
plan, part of the national defense pro- 
gram. 
Existing facilities in 
1200 


schools will be utliized to train work- 
ers in industrial skills vital to de- 
fense. 


John W. Studebaker, U. S. educa- 


tion commissioner, estimates 1,000,000 
regular pupils of high school age can 
be given this training in 1940. He fig- 
ures that an additional 2,200,000 skilled 
workers past school age can be trained 
by operating the vocational schools 
24 hours a day. 


An accelerated tempo of vocational 


education has been a feature of the 
national school program for the past 
10 years. In 1930, some 981,000 young- 
sters got vocational training—188,000 in 
agricultural pursuits, 618,000 in trade 
and industrial- endeavors, 174,000 girls 
in home economics.

All the English government need do 


is to pick them up from New York 
docks and transport them across the 
ocean. The rest is done by Willian 
V. C. Ruxton, a former govcrno 
of the New York Stock Exchange 
and thousands of Americans whosi 
dimes and dollars are helping alleviati 
suffering on the British Isles. 


Ruxton got the idea of sending am- 


bulances across as early as last fall 
The British government regretfully 
said no. Neither the men nor thi 
money for maintenance could be spar- 


this spring 
ed at the time. Late 
Ruxton tried again. 


"Send them," the British replied 


gratefully. 
"We're going to neec 
them." 


So Ruxton got busy, He organized 


the 
British - American 
Ambulance 


Corps with headquarters in New York. 
He immediately sent out appeals for 
funds. That was last June. 


Today more than 140 ambulances 


have been ordered and paid for. They 
are being shipped daily — whenever 
the British minister of transportation 
can find a niche for them in an Eng- 
land-bound vessel. One of the am- 
bulances, en route to New York to 
await shipment, took a circuitous route 
from Detroit. It arrived in New York 
Aug. 
26, after having visited about 


30 different cities. 


At each stopping point, sympathizz- 


ers are asked to contribute. Dimes 
may be dropped into a slot improvised 
on the rear door of the ambulance, 
but in most cases, the contributions 
are larger. From six to 12 local girls, 
often debutantes dressed in nurses' 
uniforms accompany the ambulance 
through each city. They carry col- 
lection baskets. 


Terrell Van Ingen, of Greenwich, 


Conn., vice president of the Ambulance 
Corps and a stretcher bearer with the 
A. E. F. of the World War I, was the 
driver of the vehicle from Detroit to 
New York. 


Each ambulance costs ?1350. Of this 


amount, $1059 is for the vehicle itself 
and 5300 for maintenance after it reach- 
es England. All of the money collect- 
ed goes to provide ambulances. Nec- 
essary operating expenses for the Am- 
bulance Corps are supplied by Ruxton 
himself. 


The first 100 ambulances have been 


set aside for the British Red Cross 
The next 60 will go to the Mechanized 
Transport Corps of Great Britain.
